But  in  everyday  matters,  which  are  liable 
to  breed  carlessness,  \ig  are  able  to  do 
a lot.  For  instance,  due  cafe  <and  ample 
warning  in  felling  trees  5 plenty  of 
elbow  room  v/hon  using  axes  and  other 
edged  tools;  proper  conduct  while  on  the 
trucks;  care  in  the  use  of 
cigrottes  and  pipes  in  the 
barraks s and  particular  cau- 
tion in  the  use  of  inflamable 
materials;.  If  these  things 
be  considered,  our  number  of 
accidents  \7ill  be  far  less*
